Hello Deb, 
We have located the Jackson County Death Record of Harold Bridges. 


Harold Bridges - Born March 9, 1912, died Sept 2, 1931. 
Father: Dan Bridges, born Liberty, New York 
Mother: Attie Edgitte, born Michigan 


We searched the newspaper microfilm for September twice and did not find an obituary for him. They did not 
publish obituaries as consistently back then as they do today. 


There was an article about one unidentified man who drowned during the last of August. So it is probably not 
him, but we thought we should mention it. His age was given as "about 35 years" and he was a white man about 
six feet tall. (Ilis age was probably hard to determine, though, because the body was in terrible condition from 
being in the water. He was ordered buried here by the coroner.) We did not find any article that indicated he had 
been identified. If you decide to get Harold Bridges death certifcatc, and his cause of death is listed as drowning, 
then you might consider whether this unidentified man might have been him. 


We did find Harold Leroy Bridges listed in the "Vital Statistics For The Month Of September" in an October issue 
of the newspaper. 


We checked the Mississippi Death Certificate Index and found a listing for Harold L. Bridges who died in Jackson 
County in 1931. So you should be able to get a death certificate for him if you desire to do so. You can find 
information on ordering the certificate from www.vitalrec.com, just click on the links to get to the state of 
Mississippi information. 


Harold's parent's initial is given as "D" on the Death Certificate Index. His certificate number is 14630. 


We hope that this information will be helpful and are sorry that we couldn't locate an obituary for him. It appears 
that an issue of the weekly newspaper, which would have been the first issue of September, is missing. We will 
check with the Jackson County Archives, where the actual old newspapers are kept, to see if they have that 

issue. We will write again if we are able to locate that issue and if it does have an obituary for Harold Bridges.
